ley for clarification as to whether 


or not a person seeking ELEC- 
TIVE office in Albany MUST be 
a ‘RESIDENT’ of the City of Al- 
bany”, 

What had promted this request 
for.an opinion was the fact, that 
a very prominent Albany attor- 
ney, who was born and raised 
here, but resided e!sewhere, in- 
tended to run for the office of 
City Attorney. When he took out 
his nomination paper, he was in- 
formed by the City Clerk, Mrs. 
McLean “that a person was NOT 
eligible for an ELECTIVE office 
in Albany, unless he was a quali- 
fied ELECTOR of the City of Al- 
bany”. Mrs. McLean advised him, 
that City Attorney Foley had giv- 
en her on February 7, 1962, a 
written‘ opinion on this subject. 

Article 2, Section I of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Califor- 
nia defines ‘WHO’ is an ‘elector’ 
(registered voter). 

“An elector (registered voter) 

is a person, who has been a 

RESIDENT of the State for at 

least one year next preceding 

the day of the election, of the 

County in which he claims his 

vote 90 days, and in the elec- 

tion Precinct 54 days.” 

This above ruling of City At- 
torney Foley was very interest- 
ing to me, since HE, HIMSELF, 
then in all probability would NOT 
be eligible anymore for the Of- 
fice as Albany City Attorney.
